Summary of reasons for decision: 

The DVD contains a feature originally examined as a 35mm film by the Classification Office 
(OFLC No. 1100030.000, registered 20 January 2011). This film was classified "Objectionable 
except if the availability of the publication is restricted to persons who have attained the age of 16 
years", with the descriptive note "Contains violence". 

The additional components on the DVD comprise a "making of' component that explains how 
the film was choreographed and created, four trailers, and some notices. The violence in the 
"making of' component is similar in nature to the feature. The trailers deal with matters of sex. 
One in particular (Kaboom) has strong sexual content and highly offensive language. While this 
content is out of character with the feature, its brevity within the publication as a whole limits its 
impact. The original R16 classification is considered just sufficient to limit the risk of injury to the 
public good from this material. The DVD does not, therefore, need a higher classification. The 
descriptive note has been expanded to cover the sexual content and offensive language.
